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PROFESSOR MADDEN of the Biology De- 
partment of City University faced His 
class with a slight smile. "We've spent the 
hour discussing the infallibility of scientific 
laws," he said, "and there's no better way 
of indicating my attitude on this question 
than by citing the recent experience of pr 
Amos Jason, the biotics expert who recently 
discovered the cure for swamp fever. He 
developed his serum on the scene, so to 
speak — carrying on his successful research 
in a small town near the Okeechobee 
Swamp which had periodically suffered from 
epidemics of swamp fever. He set up ft 
laboratory which was staffed mainly by 
local folks, since few outsiders dared enter 
such a disease-ridden region. . . 

■ 

"Our discussion here will be restricted to 
two widely differing members of Dr. Jason's 
staff. The first was Edward Rutley, son of 
the town pharmacist. Always a conscien- 
tious student as well as a member of one 
of the best families, Edward was a grad- 
uate of the State University, where he'd 
been an outstanding biology major. Dr. 
Jason counted himself lucky to have him 
as a lab assistant — a job to which he made 
notable contributions. The second staff 
member was a lowly one — Tom Simpson, 
the lab's janitor. Tom had sprung from 
poverty and was completely illiterate. All 
, his life he had been in and out of trouble. 
People knew him as a lazy ne'er-do-well, 
and predicted he'd come to a bad end. Dr. 
Jason had occasion to rebuke him when he 
overheard him insolently refusing to clean 
up Ed Rutley's lab 

"D6c Jason was more than a bit short- 
tempered at the time, because his research 
had hit a snag. He was in no mood to stand 
for any of Simpson's crude nonsense, and 
he told him so. In his /temper, he said a 
little too much. He told the janitor that 
he'd never rise above his station because 
he wouldn't try — because he was satisfied 
with the dirt and shiftless sloth from which 
he'd sprung. In contrast, he pointed out 
how Rutley had studied and striven, as 
had his family. And, ever the scientist, he 
used the situation to indicate how great a 
force was environment In Simpson's case, 
a bad environment had produced an un- 
favorable specimen—whereas Rutley's back- 
ground had served to create an excellent 
citizen. Dr. Jason knew he was going a bit 
overboard in this sweeping generalization, 
but he had a point to make. 'Rutley's a 



product of a fine environment,' he said, 
'and hell make a great maul But you, 
Simpson — you'll never rise above what pro- 
duced you— nobody will ever remember you 
for anything good! And to show you that 
it's environment that counts, I checked into 
the history of all our workers. Your an- 
cestors were members of the British peerage 
— brave soldiers, heroes — while Rutley came 
from farming folk! So you see, heredity 
doesn't mean very much!' 

"My ancestors— royalty? Soldiers an'— an' 
heroes?" Simpson's tones were dazed, un- 
believing. There was a difference in him as 
he went about his work in the succeeding 
weeks, but Dr. Jason had no time to notice 
it. With Ed Rutley's help, he had made 
great progress in his serum— it had almost 
reached the stage where it could be ad- 
ministered. But just at this time, a deadly 
epidemic of swamp fever struck the region. 
Death followed death in alarming propor- 
tions. There w&s only one thing that might 
save the remnants of the populace, and 
that was the new serum. Dr. Jason had no 
doubt that it would prove effective— but 
there was the great fear that it might prove 
too strong for human use. There was only* 
one way to find out— would a volunteer 
come forward? But the dangers were too 
great, and nobody dared take the fearful 
chance. Helplessly, Dr. Jason looked to- 
wards Rutley — who flinched and turned 
away. Then it was that Tom Simpson step- 
ped forward. 'You? 9 asked Jason incredu- 
lously, 'Don't you know the risk? Why are 
you doing this?' But Simpson doggedly re- 
fused to answer. Bravely, he submitted to 
injection. 

"I wish I could say that it turned out 
well as far as the poor janitor was con^ 
cerned, but it didn't. As Dr- Jason had 
feared, the serum proved too strong for 
human use. And as he kept a death vigil 
at Simpson's bedside, he heard the dying 
man mutter, 'Royalty . . . heroes . . ' Only 
that— before he closed his eyes forever. 1

Professor Madden concluded his story, 
and one of his students broke the silence. 
"Is your point that heredity is, after all, 
greater than environment?' 9 he asked. The 
Professor shook his head. "You'll find ad- 
herents on both sides of that question," he 
said. "So let's say that whatever the an- 
swer, Simpson was a hero, a great man— 
and science is great because sometimes, it 
admits the fallibility of its own laws!"
